no improvement is possible to. bring it into 
condition to meet all an 
entire reconstruction. . 


Condemns. Cables, Generally. 


In regard to cable systems geherally, and 
the North Side line, in Shar ie Mr: Eric- 
son said: 

“The cable system of 
transportation is an antiquated an@ Unsatis- 


‘factory system, and, owing to, the com- 


plication of the maéhinery necessary, more 
or less accidents are bound to occur: ~The 
North Side system is, owing to the tunnels 
and the many curves mecessary, one of the 
most complicated in, existence, and is con- 
sequently bound to have @ corresponding in- 
crease in accidents. On one round trip the 
train passes not less than eighteen dangerous 
places, where fal‘ure on the part of the grip- 
man to @rop the cable at certain points, 
or the switchman to Switch or dépress the 
cable, will cause a smathup and a blockage 
on the system.” 

Mr. Ericson takes up each line separately 
in his report, giving length of cables, speed 
maintained, hours operated, a and life of ropes.

In the assumed character of a New York 
“sport ’’ Richard Harding Davis, the au- 
thor, magazine editor, and correspondent, 
has visited the down-town and levee district 
of Chicago in an attempt to discover if an 
old-time friend—now a helpless and hopeless 
invalid—met with. mistreatment after an ac- 
cident. which crippled him for life. 

Mr. Davis gave up the attempt yesterday— 
not satisfied, yet convinced of the futility of 
further effort. -He has investigated hospi- 
tals, questioned physicians, and cross-exam- 
ined nurses to determine whether the com- 
plaints of his friend were based on the fan- 
cied grievances of a sick;n man or op fact. 


His Friend Is 

James Patterson, the friend, is now in the 
County Hospital, paralyzed from the waist 
down, Six weeks ago he walked out of a 
third story window above Malachy Hogan's 
eaivon in Clark street and was picked up 
with a broken spine. 


‘Mr. Davis, during his present visit to Chi-' 


cago, heard of his friend’s condition, visited 
huin in the hospital, and was told the story 
which started him on this investigation. 

To make his inquiries Mr. Davis assumed 
the character of a bookmaker, with an in- 
valid brother whom he wished to place un- 
der treatment in Chicago. With his hat 
pulled down to his ears and his coat collar 
pulled up to them, with a large vocabulary 
of the vernacular and a variety of Bowery 
gestures, Mr. Davis readily transformed his 
appearance to harmonize with the “ Gwan: 
er I'll knock yer block off "’ type. 


How Friendship Started. 

The story which. enlisted the sympathy of 

Mr. Davis was told by a man who was a 
‘star’ reporter in Philedelphia when he 
himself began-as' a ‘“‘cub."" It Was more 
than a dogen years ago when “‘ Jimmie ” 
Patterson, as an experienced man, assisted | 
Dayis. Thereafter the star came down the 
ladder as the “ cub" wentup. 
Jimmie used to beat me on stories, of 
courge,”’ said Mr. Davis, ** but he helped me 
a lot just the same whenever we met on 
assignments." 

When the two. men meét-in the hospital a a 
week ago, after Patterson’ Ss fall, Davis was 
prompted: by his old friend’s story of hard

Knapp Exacted Agreement. 
Just one year ago, at one of these meet- 
ings, when the situation had become un- 
usually uesperate, Chairman Knapp exact- 
ed the promise from the Presidents that they 
would at once restore rates and maintain 
them.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 23.~—[Special. 
Tuesday, March 4, is the day tentatively set 
for the Chicago reception to Prince Henry, 
The railroad men are still figuring on the 
schedule, so the date may still be changed 
by one or two days either way. When the 
schedule is finally arranged Mayor Harrison

Struggling with Program.

It was further arranged at the conference 
that the Prince should not travel on any of 
the three Sundays he -will spend in the 
United States.

| Im those ancient days the ceremony of in- 
vestiture of the ruler of a county was an im- 
portant and impressive function, one of its 
principal features consisting in the girding 
the new Earl with the sword of state of the 
shire in order to indicate that he was lord 
of life and death of all its inhabitants. 
When girding the Earl with the sword 
the sovereign was wont to tse’ the words 
‘*gladio cinctufavimus,” which y be in- 
terpreted as “ we belt you with the sword.” 
It is from that ancient ceremony of investi- 
ture that is derived the expression “ belted 
Earl,” and, inasmuch as the ceremony of 
belting, and, in fact, of investiture, has been 
obsolete for several hundred years past, 
at any rate since the time of the 
reformation, there are, strictly speaking, no 


-belted Baris in England, save those whose 


earldoms date back to the days when Earls 
were still solemnly belted. 


Baril was considered as no War! at all un- 
less ‘*‘ belted." Thus, the ancestor of the 
present Bar! of Carrick was created Earl 
of Carrick away back in 1321. The creation 
was in due form. But for some reason or
